But as Paul Armstrong, General 
Manager, California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, says, “While we can’t 
expect to retain all of our wartime 
gains in volume and prices, now 
more firmly than ever citrus is es- 
tablished as a staple food. Some 
conditions are beyond our control 
but essentially the future of the 
citrus industry is in the hands of 
the same growers who made it what 
it is. We must face our postwar 
problems realistically and move 
with unity toward their solution.”

Some of the problems ahead are 
already plain to see. 

As everybody knows, national in- 
come is expected to fall consider- 
ably below its wartime peak of 160 
billion dollars annually. Folks will 
have less money to spend. 

Citrus will have to compete vigor- 
ously for its share of the consumer’s 
dollar—not only against a full 
supply of other fresh fruits and of 
canned juices, but against all other 


| than ever before. The effect of war- 





















returning to the market. 


Total U. S. citrus production is 
going to be expanded by substantial 
increases in Florida and Texas. 
Each of these states has planted 
about 40 thousand acres of oranges 
and grapefruit in the past 5 years. 


In the same period California has 
planted only a little over 6 thousand 
acres of oranges and grapefruit and 
a similar acreage of lemons. (Rea. 
sons for larger plantings in Florida 
and Texas: much lower land cost; 
lower cultural and packing costs; 
shorter hauls to major markets.) , 


This increased production in other 
areas will mean that California 
oranges will compete in the postwar 
market with an unprecedented vol- 
ume of fruit produced at low cost. 
As Mr. Armstrong pointed out to 
your reporter, the California indus- 
try will have a substantially smaller 
percentage of total production. 
| This will call for aggressive Cali- 
\rornia effort by the grower if his 
product is to remain out front in the 
national! picture. 


¥| By-product sales, though no 
longer swelled both volume and 
dollar-wise by heavy government 
purchases, will aid in disposing of 
unmerchantable fruit. And it may 
be that international trade agree- 
ments will give opportunity for 
;some overseas export of fresh fruit. 
But this will be very limited at best. 


Our main market, as before the war, 
will be at home. 
x * * 
Fortunately, California growers 
have at hand the means of meeting 
the problems they face. They have 


ithe finest fruit—the premium fruit. 
By building up the value of that 
fruit to the consumer through im- 
proved standards of culture, grading 
{and packing, they can make it still 
more outstanding and desirable 
jthan before the war. And by effi- 
jcient, orderly distribution, and 
aggressive merchandising and ad- 
'vertising, they can more than hold 
jtheir own against the possible flood 
of fruit from other areas. 

These are tasks that can be 
accomplished only through the 
. Exchange. Leaders of the Exchange 
are resolved that they shall be car- 
ried out. The situation behooves 
every grower to cooperate in these 
efforts—to become a part of the one 
organization capable of such indus- 
try jobs. Only thus can he assure a 
proper return for his labors in the

The effect of war- 
time controls; national debt; and 
taxation are but a few of the prob- 
lems to be met in coming years. 
But as Paul Armstrong, General 
Manager, California Fruit Growers 
Exchange, says, “While we can’t 
expect to retain all of our wartime 
gains in volume and prices, now 
more firmly than ever citrus is es- 
tablished as a staple food. Some 
conditions are beyond our control 
but essentially the future of the 
citrus industry is in the hands of 
the same growers who made it what 
it is. We must face our postwar 
problems realistically and move 
with unity toward their solution.”

Some of the problems ahead are 
already plain to see. 

As everybody knows, national in- 
come is expected to fall consider- 
ably below its wartime peak of 160 
billion dollars annually. Folks will 
have less money to spend. 

Citrus will have to compete vigor- 
ously for its share of the consumer’s 
dollar—not only against a full 
supply of other fresh fruits and of 
canned juices, but against all other 

























returning to the market. 


going to be expanded by substantial 
increases in Florida and Texas. 
Each of these states has planted 
about 40 thousand acres of oranges 
and grapefruit in the past 5 years. 


In the same period California has 
planted only a little over 6 thousand 
acres of oranges and grapefruit and 
a similar acreage of lemons. (Rea: 
sons for larger plantings in Florida 
and Texas: much lower land cost; 
lower cultural and packing costs; 
shorter hauls to major markets.), 


This increased production in other 
areas will mean that California 
oranges will compete in the postwar 
market with an unprecedented vol- 
ume of fruit produced at low cost. 
As Mr. Armstrong pointed out to 
your reporter, the California indus- 
try will have a substantially smaller 
percentage of total production. 

This will call for aggressive Cali- 
rornia effort by the grower if his 
product is to remain out front in the 
national! picture. 


By-product sales, though no 
longer swelled both volume and 
dollar-wise by heavy government 
purchases, will aid in disposing of 
unmerchantable fruit. And it may 
be that international trade agree- 
ments will give opportunity for 
|some overseas export of fresh fruit. 
But this will be very limited at best. 
Our main market, as before the war, 
will be at home. 


x * * 


Fortunately, California growers 
have at hand the means of meeting 
the problems they face. They have 
ithe finest fruit—the premium fruit. 
By building up the value of that 
fruit to the consumer through im- 
proved standards of culture, grading 
land packing, they can make it still 
more outstanding and desirable 
ithan before the war. And by effi- 
cient, orderly distribution, and 
aggressive merchandising and ad- 
vertising, they can more than hold 
jtheir own against the possible flood 
of fruit from other areas. 

These are tasks that can be 
accomplished only through the 
Exchange.
